Radcliff, who fought under Lord Essex and was buried 
at St. Margarets, Westminster. Her death caused great 
sorrow at the Court. 

Ben Jonson wrote the following anagram upon her, 
printed in his Works, 1616 :— 

** Marble weep, for thou do’st cover, 
A dead beautie underneath thee, 
Rich as nature could bequeath thee : 
Grant then, no rude hand remove her. 
All the gazers on the skies 
Read not in faire Heaven’s storie, 
Kixpresses truth or truer glorie, 
Than they might in her bright eyes.

By the inscription on the title-page it appears that this 
very interesting ASSOCIATION Book was successively in 
the possession of one of Queen Elizabeth’s most beloved 
Maids of Honour, and of Sir George Buc, the 
Elizabethan poet, and Master of Revels to James I, a 
man without doubt familiar to Shakespeare. To these 
interests are added the notes by another Hlizabethan 
poet, Robert Tofte, and it is difficult to imagine a 
copy of this edition of Chaucer which could have more 
piquant attractions.

It is the first 
specimen of a book ever attempted in any Gypsy dialect, 
and it was used freely by the great German philologist, 
Professor Pott, in the second part of his ** Die Zigewner 
in Europa und Asien” ; while it excited the attention 
of scholars throughout the continent. 

It is probable that the majority of copies were thumbed 
out of existence, in the hands of the Zincali. This 
copy has a note in pencil that it was given by Borrow to 
F. Sitwell at Seville in April 1840, where Borrow was 
residing until early in that month while completing his 
Gypsies of Spain.

We cannot ‘trace another copy of this extremely rare 
pamphlet, nor can we find that the efforts of the elder 
and younger Willis have been recorded by writers on the 
history of roadmaking. This is the less surprising per- 
haps, because the original petition and papers are not 
noted in the Calendar of State Papers. But that these 
men deserve a niche in the history of social progress can- 
not be denied, for here the younger is shown as pressing 
for the developement and maintenance of highways con-- 
structed by his grandfather just when wheeled transport 
was beginning to ply between Bristol and London with 
the merchandise imported by Bristol from America and 
elsewhere. Is it possible that Willis intended to present 
this petition in a printed form to the Secretary of State, 
but that something prevented him, so that only this one 
copy has come down to us? .The text begins on A2; 
it seems very doubtful whether Al held anything beyond 
a signature. It is not present here.
